in comparison to the state’s 36%. 
The percentage of the town's 


fourth graders scoring in the fail-, 


ing category was also lower with 
a 10% in relation to the state’s 
19%. 

“The scores for the fourth 
graders were overall encourag- 
ing,” O’Donnell said. 

The town has been vigorously 
working to get the schools’ tech- 
nology programs up to speed for 
the students; /and their efforts 
appear to be paying off in the ele- 
mentary schools. 

O'Donnell described the fourth 
grade scores in the Science and 
Technology section as “a signifi- 
cant improvement.” 

The numbers leaped from a 
57% ranking in the advanced and 
proficient levels last year to 80% 
in 1999. 

“We are excited about this,” 
O'Donnell said. 

The eighth and 10th graders’ 
scores, however, did not match up 
as well in the same area. 

While there were a smaller 
percentage of failing students in 
both grades than the state in 
Science and Technology, the dis- 
trict’s eighth and 10th grade fail- 
ing percentages rose from last 


board member Barbara Breakey 
said. 

O'Donnell stressed the fact 
that performance trends can not 
be determined until there are at 
least three years of test results. 

A report of the 1999 state 
results from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education echoes 
Dr. O’Donnell’s statement. 

“Over time, results from the 
MCAS tests will allow students, 
schools, and districts to measure 
their progress in achieving the 
challenging state standards. 
Singleyear improvements or 
declines in performance should 
not be overinterpreted,” reads the 
report. 

The eighth and 10th grade 
scores in Wilmington displayed 
minor changes in English 
Language Arts, coming in higher 
in both grades than the state in 
the proficient and advanced lev- 
els. 

This year was also the first 
administration of History ahd 
Social Science to grade eight stu- 
dents. They scored higher than 
the state in the advanced and pro- 
ficient levels by only 2%. 

“We don’t have our curriculum 
aligned yet (with the curriculum 
frameworks]. Most schools 
haven’t had the time to catch up,” 
Dr. O'Donnell said. “We have 
some substantial work there to 
align our curriculum with the

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Town Crier’s Coach of the Decade: 


Paul Lyman brought home two st

As a junior at Austin Prep High 
School, Paul Lyman would play 
shortstop for a coach named Dick 
Seanlon. Scanlon would leave after 
that:season to go to Wakefield, and 
guy named Jim Gillis then became 
Lyman’s coach during his senior 
season. A year later Gillis gave 
Lymanhis first coaching job, as the 
JV baseball coach taking over for 
local named Peter Emery. That 
was in 1972. 

‘Now 27 years later, Lyman has 
won about 150 games as the head 
coach of the Wilmington High girls 
softball coach, since being hired by 
Jizh Gillis, the WHS Athletic Direc- 
tor since the late 70s, in 1989, while 
Scanlon has won over 200 as the 
head coach of the WHS baseball 
team. Lyman would give the pro- 
gram and the school its first two 
state championships in 1993 and 
1994, while, making it to the state 
tournament in 7-of-the-11 years as 
head coach. 

“Just when Jan Cassidy Wood left 
the field hockey program, and just 
months after Wilmington was dev- 
astated with the loss of her and 
many other coaches, as well as 
being in the news for the hazing 
incident with the football team, it 
was Lyman whotook a whole bunch 
of players, mixed them together 
and got a state championship out of 
them in 1993, which was more of a 
surprise to anyone. It was Lyman 
and the softball team who rejuve- 
nated Wilmington sports, and fe- 
male sports. 

. And then he came back for des- 
sert in 1994 for yet another state 
championship title in what can be 
called the greatest ending of a high 
school softball game in the 
program’s history. 

“I would learn (the game of soft- 
ball) from playing in the men’s fast 
pitch leagues,” he said, as he was a 
football, basketball and baseball 
‘coach for many years before turn- 
ing to softball. “I was involved 
through my daughters through little 
Jeague Twasanassistant nach for 
Waddie Gillis at Shawsheen (Tech) 
and when Tom Mirisola left (after 
the ‘88season) Ibecame interested.” 
‘}) From that point on, Wilmington 
has arguably one of the better soft-

“He covers all of the bases,” said 
Henry.

He’s - 
always ready to go. 

“He’s a fundamentalist, he goes 
over the basics and is always un- 
sound on defense.

In 1978 he was an 
assistant at Shawsheen with Eddie 
Gillis when that team went to the 
Bowl and lost to Concord-Carlisle.

“We ran into disciplinary prob- 
lems and I had to sit out some kids 
for a period of time. To this day I 
still think that if we went to the 
state tournament that year we would 
have won it, but it didn’t I 
learned from that season, and I feel 
bad for what happened. I don’t think 
I was necessarily wrong with what 
I did, but I don’t think I was 100 
percent right either.” 

In 1996 the team would rebound 
and goto the Division 2 North finals 
and lose to Dracut. Since, the team 
has gone to the state tournament in 
each of the last three years, losing 
in the first round of the state tour- 
nament to’ Winchester, Newbury- 
port and Tewksbury. 

“Back (during the MVC days) 
we had more one run games,” he 
said. “So every batter was bunting 
and trying to do anything to score. 
Now in this new league you don’t 
see as many one run games, you 
don’t have to bunt as often.

‘ American woman counts up the 
time she needs versus the time 
she has in a day, she comes up 
21 minutes short,” says Georgia 
Witkin, Ph.D., assistant profes- 
sor of psychiatry at Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New York 
City. And if you're already that 
squeezed for time, chances are 
you’re shortchanging yourself 
when it comes to your need for a 
“just-for-you” respite. For

Women who think 
about how wonderful they’re 
going to feel rather than focus- 
ing on any discomfort are more 
likely to stick to it over a longer 
period of time, according to

“Girl talk is a way of measur- 
ing you own experience,” says 
Peggy Orenstein, author of 
Schoolgirls: Young Women, 
Self-Esteem and the 
Confidence Gap (Anchor Books, 
1995).
